2. The sandwich wrap according to claim 1 wherein the flexible 
material comprises paper. 

3. The sandwich wrap according to claim 1 wherein the flexible 
material comprises polymer film. 

4. The sandwich wrap according to claim 1 wherein the flexible 
material comprises a multi-plyjheet formed of paper and a polymer film. 

he sandwich wcaiTaccording to claim 1 wherein the heat 
ade substance is oaaled along at lea st one edge of the side of the sheet. 

6. The sandwich wrap according to claim 5 wherein the heat 
sealable substance is coated along at least two edges of the side of the sheet. 

7. The sandwich wrap according to claim 5 wherein the sheet has 
four edges, and the heat sealable substance is coated along all four edges. 

8. The sandwich wrap according to claim 1 , wherein the heat 
sealable substance is coated on a first side of the sheet, the sheet being abated 
on a se cond , opposite side of the sheet with a release agent. 
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A wrapped sandwich comprising a sheet of flexible material 
wrapped around the sandwich ancfhaving a heat scalable substance coated on 
at least a portion of a side thereof, the heat^sealabfe substance being heat 
sealed to a portion of the folded sheet to resist onfolding of the sheet.
